RIGHTS FOR WOMEN 
DENED BY BISHOP 


| Proposal to Admit Women 
to Sit as Delegates in Gen- 
eral Episcopal Convention 
Is Rejected. 


St. Louis, October 18.—Women were 
denied esual rights with men in two 
actions today by the house of bishops 
of the Protestant Episcopal general 
convention here, 

A proposal to admit women to sit 
as delegates in the general convention 
was rejected, while a request from the 
Rt. Rev. Logan H. Roots, bishop of 
Hankow, to be allowed to permit 


women to membership in his advisory 
council was denied. The house sug- 
gested, it was stated, that the bishop’ 
might create an auxiliary council of 
women. 

The proposal to give women equal 
rights with men in the convention is 
now on the calendar of the house of 
deputies and, should the house of dep- 
uties approve the proposal, it would 
go to the house of bishops for recon- 
sideration. 

The house of bishops will suggest 
in its report to the house of deputies 
that the Ten Commandments be print- 
ed in the prayer book in both their 
shortened and full: forms and that 
clergymen be given optional use of 
either, it was stated. 

Washington’s Prayer. 

Efforts to have the prayer of George 
Washington, uttered when he laid 
down the supreme command of the 
federal armies, adapted and substi- 
tuted for the present prayer “for our 
country,” in the work of common 
prayer, were inaugurated in the house 
of deputies with the result that a 
prayer, recommended. by the com- 
mission on the prayer book, was re- 
committed to the comission with the 
suggestion that it consider the Wash- 
ington prayer. 

Discussion of the reviston of the 
evening prayer was concluded today, 
with the minor changes agreed wpon. 
In the main these looked toward a 
greater liturgical flexibility and the 
dropping of archaic phrases.

MANY CHANGES IN RATES 
PROPOSED BY RAILROADS 


G. E. Boulineau Sets Forth 
Position of Carriers at 


Rate Hearing. 


The following changes in the Georgia 
rates on dry goods, clothing and thread 
were proposed to the Georgia railroad 
commission, at the rate hearing by G. 
E. Boulineau, assistant general freight 
agent of the Georgia railroad, Wednes- 
day: 

To adopt the southern classification 
rates and descriptions on dry goods, not 
otherwise specified.- | 

© edopt the southern classification 
on clothing and garments. 

To change the present sixth 
rating on cotton piece goods to 
class. 

To adopt the southern classification 
ratings and descriptions on factory 
products, such as hosiery, knit under- 
wear, etc. 

Cotton Bag Ratings.: 

To adopt the southern classification 
rating of fourth class on cotton bags. 

To adopt the southern classification 


rating and description on  cordage, 
with the exception of cotton rope, upon 
which fifth class is proposed. 

To adopt the southern classification 
rating and description on thread, except 
ball sewing thread, for which fifth class 
is proposed. 

To adopt the southern classification 
rating and description upon cotton warp 
or yarn. 

To adopt the southern classification 
es an@ description on cotton bat- 
ing. 

To adopt the southern classification 
ratings and descriptions on cotton belt- 
ing, blankets, tarpaulins, mixed cotton 
and woolen jeans and mixed cotton and 
woolen goods. 


First Class Applied. 


On cotton garments, such as overalls, 
shirts, etc., first class is applied inter- 
state. The carriers are seeking to elim- 
inate the descrimination in the Georgia 
interstate . rates, placing them on a 
parity with the southern classification 
interstate. 

An advance from sixth to fifth class 
is being asked on cotton piece goods. 

New rates on flour, representing in- 
creases over the present rates, were 
set forth by J. N. Steadwell, assistant 
general freight agent of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, who 
asserted that the present rates were 
made low in order that in the earlier 
days of flour mills in Georgia they 
might compete with western millers. 
The conditions responsible for the adop- 
tion of the present schedules of rates 
on flour in Georgia, Mr. Steadwell said, 
no longer justify the present rate ad- 
justment, and on this ground the car- 
riers are asking to be allowed to earn 
what they believe to be relatively rea- 
sonable rates on these commodities. 

In lieu of the present rates on yarn 
spools and beams, the'carriers are ask- 
ing the southern classification rating 
of fourth class, for less than carloads, 
and sixth class for car loads, minimum 
of 20,000 pounds, which would result 
in a change on beams from standard 
sixth class rating to fourth class.

WORD “LIAR” USED 
AT TURNER PROBE 


Gus Cantrell and Sam Don- 
elson, Electrician’s Assist- 
ant, Near Fight at Hear- 
ing—Probe Finished Wed- 
nesday. 


The closing session of the investiga- 
tion of charges that R. C. Turner, city 
electrician, discriminated against W. T.

“Army Group of Prince Rupprecht: 
The artillery fighting attained consid- 
erable intensity over wide sectors, es- 
pecially north of the Somme. During 
the evening the British attacked be- 
tween Le Sars and Gueudecourt and 
the French from Lesboeufs a's far as 
Rancourt. On both sides of Eaucourt 
L,Abbaye our destructive fire, brought 
to bear upon the enemy storming 
trenches, reduced the attack at the 
outset to failure. Near Gueudecourt 
stubborn hand-to-hand fighting de- 
veloped, during which our positions 
were held in their entirety. 

“irench troops which advanced to 
the attack from the region of Mor- 
val and Rancourt were repulsed after 
a hard fight. The enemy has forced 
his way into Sailly-Saillisel and fight- 
ing there is still going on. 

“Adjacent to the principal place of 
attack near Thiepval, Courecellette and 
Bouchavesnes, attacks made by the 
enemy failed to gain any success for 
him.

LESSON OF THE FAIR. 

In planning for the first Southeastern 
fair at Lakewood, we cut a pattern we 
thought would answer for at least five years 
or more. 

The Southeastern fair had not been open 
for two days before we found we were short 
on cloth and the pattern wouldn't fit. 

In the wildest dreams of the association's 
executive committee, it was thought if the 
fair should prove equal to taking care of 
26,000 people in a single day it would meas- 
ure up to more than Atlanta’s expectations. 

And 
over 58,000 people passed through the gates 
of the fair. 

We failed, perhaps, to take into account 


yet upon a single day, Tuesday, 


the fact that the south has already entered 
upon the greatest and most amazing era of 
all 
rzady for fairs and particularly for a display 


prosperity in its history. * People are 
like that the Southeastern fair offers them. 

Thus there is one and only one complaint 
that can be brought against the fair man 
agement, and that is the lack of facilities for 
proper. handling of the crowds.

A SPLENDID BEGINNING. 

In its proposed program of trunk-line 
roads to be developed throughout Georgia 
under the federal aid act, the new Georgia 
state highway commission has made a splen- 
did beginning. 

It is well understood, of course, that this 
program ig subject to the approval of the 
federal highway department. It is further 
understood that it is not a matter of a mo 
ment. It cannot be carried out in one year 
or two; it is a work that is set down to be 
accomplished determinedly, systematically, 
and as soon as it can be done. 

The main thing about it and the impor- 
tant thing for all Georgians, is that the com- 
mission has prepared its plans promptly and 
in businesslike manner, is ready to make 
full showing of its purposes to the federal 
government and to proceed, upon its ap- 
proval, to the accomplishment of the task. 

If the commission proceeds promptly to. 
the execution of the program it has laid 
down, there can be no reasonable word of 
complaint from any section or community. 

The one all important question that re- 
mains open is as to the allowance to be 
made by the federal government for the 
work of Georgia’s convicts. The proposal 
or suggestion to allow Georgia simply the 
cost of maintenance, or the actual expense 
attached to keeping up the convict camps, 
will not do. 

We should have a definite, positive rul- 
ing on this subject, and have it without 
further delay, to the effect that Georgia is to 
be allowed the full value of her convict 
labor put upon roads, on identically the 
same basis as if it were free labor. 

Take the case of a county working, say 
fifty convicts. Without an anti-lease law 
that county could lease the labor of those 
convicts for so much cash and put the actual 
money into free labor, matching it dollar for 
dollar with the federal fund. The 


these convicts is worth just as much as the 


labor of 
in fact, a little bit more. It is a 
that 
work, convict labor, with its regularity, is 


money; 


well-known fact upon contract road 


worth more than free labor. It has been. 
and it will continue to be, so upon the roads. 

In other words, in accepting Georgia's 
convict labor in matching dollars with this 
state in road building, the federal govern- 
ment will get more and better results than 
it can possibly expect or hope for from free 
labor in other states. 

If Georgia’s senators and representatives 
indifferently permit to stand the proposal 
that Georgia shall receive credit only for the 


maintenance expense of the convict forces,. 


then our opinion of the state delegation and 
its services must be materially modified. 
Anything less than a full allowance for the 
value of this labor upon the same basis with 
free labor will be an outrageous injustice 
upon the state. 

Fortunately, final decision has not yet 
been made in this matter by Director L. W. 
Page, of the Good Roads bureau, nor by the 
secretary of agriculture, in whom full power 
is reposed. While the matter is pending it is 
clearly the duty of the Georgia delegation to 
get busy with it, and have the case properly 
construed before it is too late. 

Unless this is done Georgia stands ‘to lose 
heavily in the arrangement.

That Great Britain is being kept busy 
attending to its share in the European war 
without saying: that the industrial in- 
the country are being neglected, 
however, is a conclusion very far from the 
truth. Its capitalists are not overlooking 
any opportunities, especially opportunities to 
eontrol of raw materials needed in 
their industries, They realize that it is 
just about as important to secure raw ma- 
terials for their manufactures as it is to se- 
cure markets for the finished products. Act- 
ing on this principle they are preparing for 
the great commercial and industrial war that 
is destined to follow the present terrible 
conflict by getting control of large supplies 
of raw material wherever they may be found 
regarless of distance or immediate accessibi]- 
itv. As an evidence of this the following 
item from the September number of the 
Bulletin of the Pan-American Union is of 
interest: | : 

“Kl Dia, a daily newspaper of Monterey, 
State of Nuevo Leon, is authority for the 
statement that a company of English capital- 
ists with available funds of several hundred 
thousand pounds sterling has been organized 
in London to work the Mercado Hill Iron 
mines near Durango. This iron hill is one 
of the richest and most extensive deposits 
of iron ore in the world, and has heretofore 
been largely used for fluxing purposes in the 
principal smelters of the republic. The com- 
pany is reported to be negotiating with the 
Mexican government concerning the granted 
of the necessary concession; pians have been 
made for excavation work; smelters are to 
be erected, and the necessary machinery is 
to be installed as soon as practicable. The 
company has placed a practical mining en- 
gineer and metallurgist in charge of the 
work, and a number of laborers have aj- 
ready been engaged to carry on active op- 
erations in the development of the mine.”

The spokesman said in English, in 


presenting the resolution: 
“Henry Clay’s speech in regard to 


Greece's struggle for liberty, as _ well 
as one by Daniel Webster, said the 
struggle would have been made mean- 
ingless if the liberties of Greece had 
been subsequently lost.” 

The American minister, Garrett Drop- 
pers, promised to forward the petition 
to Washignton. 

Heavy Greek cavalry 
keeping order. 

There were about five thousand per- 
sons in the crowd which marched to 
the American legation last night car- 
rying huge American and Greek flags. 
Recent reports published in Greek 
newspapers that an American fleet of 
thirty warships wa'’s on the way to 
Greece inspired: the crowd to insist 
on seeing Mr. Droppers. 

For several hours fruitless attempts 
to gain a hearing at the legation was 
continued, with repeated cheers for 
the United States, but no one answered 
the bell. 

Droppers Watched Demonstration. 

Unknown to the crowd the Ameri- 
can minister and the legation secre- 
tary were watching the demonstration 
from windows of the American club 
directly opposite. Eventually, a com- 
mittee including an English-speaking 
Jreek named Kilkis, formerly from 
Mississippi, was formed to wait upon 
Mr. Droppers today and beg him to 
put the case of Greece before the 
American people. 

After the demonstration before the 
American legation, the crowd marched 
to the hotel in which are the offices 
of the Associated Press and renewed 
the demonstration, waving the Ameri- 
ean flag and calling on the represen- 
tative of the news agency to inform 
the world through the press as to 
what was going on in Greece. 

The royalist newspaper, Newhemera, 
this morning published a half page 
editorial addressed to the Associated 
Press, calling on it to voice “the far- 
reaching cry being addressed not only 
to a defenseless people which is being 
forced to leave neutrality under the 
whip of violence, but to the whole 
universe: a cry of protest and indig- 
nation embodying all the incalculable 
moral force concentrated in the Amer- 
ican citizen—the cry of elementary 
justice against the unforgettable ini- 
auities being committed, to the de- 
struction of the liberties of the people 
of Hellas.” 

The Newhemera declared that the 
impartial Amercan press was the only 
bar before which Greece could obtain 
justice and sympathy. 

Mr. Droppers said today that he 
would forward to Washington the pe-| 
tition for protection of Greece from 
the pressure of the entente. He eX- ) 
pressed the opinion that the demon- 
stration and appeal to America were 
due to the reports of the coming of an 
American fleet. 

The action of King Constantine yes- 
terdav morning in dismissing all 
ruards during his address to the Greek 
sailors and in riding alone and un- 
protected through the crowd pressing 
about him and touching the ‘sovereign 
and his horse, appeared to inspire the 
almost fanatical devotion of the popu- 
lace. In addition to this the events 
of yesterday evening, including the 
seizure of three Greek battleships, 
which is not yet known generally, 
presaged possibilities of trouble. The 
city is being ppliced by Greek cavalry. 

Clash Is Averted. 


Three hundred French marines were 
transferred today from the municipal 
theater to the Zappeion = exposition 
building within 400 yards of the king’s 
palace. They marched through the 
streets with payonets fixed and trum- 
pets blowing, accompanied by moving 
picture apparatus and an automobile 
with Franco-British secret police. The 
rront of the larger palace structure is 
occupied by Prince Andrew and Prin. 
cess Alice.
